A Japanese-Basic English dic- 
tionary has just been completed ;

EXPERIENCES OF 
SCIENTIST

I 
(didn't fecl any “movement -and 
would never have noticed it had I 
not reached for my cigurettes and 
found them gona At the same 
time, she was passing them out: to 
her friends. : : 

‘“This Is an old story which 
sailors who ‘passed by Enater 
Jaland have told ever since 1722 
although [t is not known (by most 
people. Thitwing by the abdori- 
ginal natives appears to be tradi- 
tional.and. to bo. stronyer-than- all 
the moral training that they are 
receiving to-day. 

“There is an English company 
on the island which raises 40,000 
sheep,” continued Dr. Metraux. 
“And though there ara two 
‘English shepherds. constantly 
guarding the herds, ‘it ia impos- 
aible to prevent the natives from 
dbealing great numbers of them. 
In 1934, the loss wns placed at 
3,000 shacp.” 

Pointing out that there is very 
little wood and practically no 
metal to be had on the istand, Dr. 
Metraux said that atone and vone 
are usod nlmost ‘exclusively for 
meine weapons, tools and uten- 
ana, : 

“In onder to meet their needs 
for bone apoons and ladles, the 
natives do not hesitate: to steal 
skeletons from their graves.”

VAST UNDERGROUND 
CONSTRUCTION 


. REFUGE OF 
OLD. DAYS 


By T. C. M. Jahn 


Be Vienna. 

A complete a bterranoan city of 
vast extent is slumbering under 
Austrio’s capital, it. was discovered 
recently when new pipings’ were 
laid in the Zoller Gaase, near the 
centre of the city, ‘ 

Structures nine storeys _ deep 
have been found, and in some 
cuses subterrancan passages 
reached a depth of not less than. 
120 feet below the present level of 
the city. f 

A number of spacious under- 
xround halls, measuring about 36 
feet in length, 20 In width and 16 
in height, were discovered. Their |: 
walls were ‘lined with brick 
masonry. ¢ 

Apparently these hulls were the 
main thoroughfares of the hidden 
city as they are the points of 
fasuc for a maze of intricate 
galleries. extending over an area 
of soveral squaro ralles. 

The discoveries so far made 
include nn underground cemetery 
where mounds of human bones and 
numerous decayed coffins wero 
found, and a vaulted catncombal 
chapel with remnants of wall 
paintings was discovered. . 

These are believed to date from 
the 11th century-and are thus-200 
years older than tho oldest parts 
of Vienna's venerable cathedral. 

“ELABORATE REFUGE 


It has Jong been known that 
Vienna, like most other ancient 
cities, had many underground 
passages and corridors where tho 
population could find refuge in case 
a rapaclous and bljood-thirsty con- 
queror should enter the city. . 

Practically none of such passages 
previously found, however, an- 
tedated the wars against the Turks 
in the 16th and 17th centuries, 

The present finds therefore open 
a quite new field of research and 
promise to reveal the picture of 
a ‘subterrancan early mediaoval 
city without parallel throughout 
Europe. ma < 

As Vienna was located at the 
crossroads between East and West, 
North and South, it has, since long } 
before the wandering of nations, 
beon-the-object-of- numerous-_attacks-, 
--No wonder,; therefore, that the 
anciont Viennese created for them- 
selves ‘a particular! elaborate 
refuge safely hidden far botow the 
surface of the city. .
